T elegraph operator T aylor h eard these 
w ords addressed by a stranger last night w hile 
he was receiving a message at the railw av 
statio n . 
He paid no attention to the rem ark 
u n til he h ad com pleted the message on w hich 
he was engaged, w hich w as a description ot the 
m an w ho robbed the Valley Falls bank yester- 
dav. 
T he operator th en looked up and nearly 
lost his breath w hen h e saw standing before 
him the very m an described in th e dispatch. 
H e did not reveal his recognition. 
The stranger inquired the tim e of the nex t 
train for Atehi6ou, an d asked w here he could 
p u t up for the night. 
T he operator directed him to a hotel w here 
th e "slick ’u n ” took a room w ithout registering, 
requesting th a t he be called at 5 o’clock in the 
m orning in tim e for th e A tchison train. 
I.ocal police officers Sm ith and Sum m erfield, 
w ho had also received instructions from V aliev 
F alls to arrest any suspect, were inform ed by 
th e operator of th e presence of th e stranger at 
th e hotel. A rm ing thcmselvc-s w ith W inchester 
rifles, they w ent to the hotel, w aited u n til 12 
o’clock, and then, going to the hotel office, ac­ 
q uainted th e proprietor w ith th e ir intention to 
arrest the guest. 
A bell boy w as sent to th e stranger’s room 
w ith a m essage th a t it was 5 o’clock—tim e to 
get up to catch the A tchison train. 
W hen the stranger descended to th e office he 
w as confronted by th e officers w ith th eir W in­ 
chester riiles pointed squarely at his breast. 
He never quivered, but looked inquiringly 
around. 
‘ Throw up your h ands,” officer Sm ith said. 
The stranger seem ed te realize th e situation, 
b u t instead o f obeying th e

th ru st his h ands into th e B id e pockets of his 
overcoat to draw revolvers.

Once, after they h ad m anaged to clear th e field, 
a sailing vessel was discovered a couple ol 
m iles distant. Signals oi distress w ere m ade, 
but th e stranger sailed on, leaving the hapless 
m en to th eir fate. T he vessel w as leaking bad­ 
ly, an d th ey h ad to w ork constantly at the 
pum ps. 
F ortuuately for th em a few hours 
la te r the B ritish steam er M arengo hove in sight 
an d took them off.

A monster elm stands on the Avery 
Durfee farm, in Wayne county, between 
Palmrva and Marion, writes a Syracuse, 
N. Y., correspondent. 
Two feet above the 
ground it measures 33 feet 10 inches in 
circumference, and 5 feet above the ground 
20 feet 10 inches. 
It is 60 feet to the first 
limb. The body would make five 12-foot 
logs, averaging 3,250 feet; the total amount 
of lumber in the body of the tree is 16,250 
feet. I t is estimated that there is sufficient 
lumber above the sawlog, to make four 
cords of 4-foot wood. 
Taking one-half of 
the diameter of the tree three feet from 
the ground, which is 48 inches, allowing 
each inch to represent ten years’ growth, 
the age is found to be 480 years. 
Cut into 
inch boards the elm would cover nearly 
two-fifths of an acre of ground. 
If made 
into stove-wood 16 inches in length there 
would be sixty cords. 
Eighty years ago, when the farm was 
cleared, this tree was left as a landmark. 
It was then a giant among the forest trees

Penticost, in advis­ 
ing assassination as a remedy, preached 
the gospel of hatred, revenge and passion. 
"Where he finds the warrant in the Chris­ 
tian code for such advice we cannot fancy. 
Mr. Penticost has disgraced his cloth ; he 
has dishonored the pulpit, and has brought 
the religion of mercy, gentleness and lov­ 
ing kindness into disrepute, for assassina­ 
tion is never justifiable, nor is its preach­ 
ing defensible. 
The enemy who strikes in the back, who 
slays in the dark or lies in ambush is the 
assassin ; the enemy who confronts his foe 
and meets him in fair contest is entitled to 
regard the assassin can uever command, no 
matter what the cause for which he strikes. 
To assassinate the present Czar would but 
give place to another; it is the system that 
is at fault in Russia, and the assassination 
of a score of Czars will not correct it. Be­ 
hind the Russian’s “Little Father” is the 
Russian; he understands precisely what the 
Government is and what its methods. 
Perhaps the lower order of the peasantry 
may be kept in ignorance of most of the 
brutalities in Siberia, but the mass of the 
people of Russia are not ignorant of the 
treatment of Siberian prisoners. So long 
as the Russian people have this knowledge 
and do not protest against the atrocities, 
nor put a stop to them, as they may when­ 
ever so minded, they are the responsible 
power. True, the Czar is a hereditary 
prince, he is hedged about by an aristocracy 
of birth, and he is panoplied by the royal 
traditions of centuries; but not he nor the 
aristocracy can be said to be alone respon­ 
sible tor the Siberian shame, for no people 
in this day and age need remain under 
tyrannical rule. 
We must not allow ourselves to indulge 
in the belief that the Russians are a down­ 
trodden and crushed people; that they are 
absolutely subject to Imperial wltim, or 
the victims of royal decree involuntarily. 
On the contrary, the Russians are a shrewd 
and largely a cultivated and spirited peo­ 
ple. it is loyalty to the Russiaii idea 
that makes them, save a small minority, 
the supporters of the Czar. 
None can have greater abhorrence for 
the Siberian penal system of Russia than 
we ; we can join fully in the demand that 
other nations should refuse to commune 
with the Government of the Czar as a 
protest ügainst its cruelties; that human­ 
ity demands of civilized people that 
they express their abhorrence of Govern­ 
ment persecution and brutality in Siberia; 
but to expect society to indorse assassina­ 
tion of the mere instruments of a system is 
to expect too much. When Rev. Mr 
Penticost preaches the gospel of dynamite 
and the bludgeon, he preaches murder ; 
he advises men to deeds of blood without 
justification. 
He ought to know, and 
probably does, that in these days govern­ 
mental systems are not overthrown by 
driving a knife between the ribs 
of the rulers, nor are the people 
of a great empire to he drawn into 
revolution by such means as lie preaches. 
On the contrary, assassination of the rulers 
of Russia makes them martys and more 
absolutely rivets upon the nation the 
Siberian penal system. 
THE INDEPENDENT MILITARY. 
The National Guardsman announces that 
one line of policy it will pursue in 1890 
will he advocacy of agitation for the abo­ 
lition of all armed organizations outside of 
the State and National service. At first 
blush this sounds very American, but let 
us see if, indeed, it is. The Constitution 
affirms and guarantees the right of citizens 
to bear arms, and statesmanship has ap­ 
proved it as wise and far-seeing. Thus 
far, if we except the disgraceful attempted 
invasion of Canada by the Fenians, the in­ 
dependent military organizations in this 
country have proved helpful to the Na­ 
tional Guard; they certainlv have not 
constituted a menace to the Republic. 
There are a large number of schools into 
which military organization has been 
adopted with the very best results, and tbe 
Guardsman’¡i crusade would include these. 
Nearly all the independent military or­ 
ganizations have proved to be schools for 
the National Guard, and there are proba- 
blv not a dozen in the United States that 
are not ambitious to be attached to or en­ 
rolled in the Guard. The spirit that sug­ 
gests and maintains them without State or 
National aid, is precisely the spirit that 
the Government desires to faster. These 
private companies fit them, if not as well, 
yet nearly as well for actual service in 
time of need as does the National Guard. 
Generally they are composed of a class of 
men who, in all the qualities of good citi­ 
zenship and loyalty to the Republic, are 
the peers of guardsmen. In the war for 
the Union these independent organizations, 
with scarcely an exception, supplied their 
quota of the earliest volunteers. Why, 
then, should independent military organ­ 
izations be discountenanced any more than 
the organization of fraternal bodies and 
secret societies? Unless some weighty and 
not now suggested reasons are advanced 
for demanding the abolition of the inde­ 
pendent military organizations of the coun­ 
try are advanced, the Guardsman w ill not 
L ave the approval of the people in its pro­ 
posed crusade; but it m ay develop antago­ 
nisms to the N ational Guard th at w ill im ­ 
pede the work of augm enting the concern 


of the State and National Governments for ¡ 
the organized militia 1 


W h a te v e r may be thought of the re­ 
markable quietude of the English Govern­ 
ment in the matter of the Cleveland-street 
scandal, the coarseness of Labouchere in 
charging Salisbury with falsehood justified 
the penalty of suspension that was in­ 
flicted. A deliberative body must main­ 
tain its dignity, and Labouchere certainly 
infringed the rules of good breeding and 
of parliamentary propriety in the use of 
the language he employed in speaking of a 
Government Minister. But when this is 
said it is also to be added that the charge 
of Labouchere has placed the Ministry in 
a position that is anything hut pleasant. 
The statement has gone undenied that 
when Somerset was charged with gross 
criminal lechery the office of Salisbury not 
only took no notice of it, but permitted 
the accused to leave the country and re­ 
fused to act in the matter until the Prince 
of Wales interfered and protested to 
Lord Salisbury that the Government inac­ 
tion was outrageous. If it is true that 
Labouchere received the information from 
the Secretary of the Prince of Wales that 
Lord Salisbury connived at the escape of 
Somerset the heir apparent cannot avoid 
being drawn into a conflict with the Min­ 
ister should Labouchere, when admitted to 
the floor of the Commons, reveal the 
source of his information. All in all, the 
situation of the Ministry is unenviable 
and the result mav be its overthrow. 


T h e resignation of M. Constans from the 
French Cabiuet, because of a reported 
quarrel with Premier Tirard, probably 
means that the retired Minister means to 
oppose the policy of President Carnot, and 
that the quarrel was a mere pretext for re­ 
tiring in good order from the Cabinet. It 
has been understood for some time, that 
the Minister of the Interior desired to 
leave the Cabinet, and that it was his in­ 
tention to antagonize the general policy of 
Tirard. But if lie wished to step out, 
why he could not have done so without 
the scandal of a row with another Minis­ 
ter, is what puzzles the American reader. 
It may be said, however, that this is the 
French style; the politician of France 
always wants a surface pretext for any 
action he takes that dissolves his relation 
with the Government. It has been dem­ 
onstrated in a dozen cases that this is con­ 
sidered the only proper way of stepping 
out of the Cabinet. Mere dissent from 
the Government policy does not, to the 
Frenchman, seem sufficient; he must cre­ 
ate a dramatic situation, and signal his 
secession with political pyrotechnics. 


P rin c e B ism arc k is the master poli- 
li fian of the world. Helias brought the 
Emperor over to his side, and has already 
laid the working plans for new political 
alignments that involve the abandonment 
of the National Liberals in favor of the 
party of the Center. He has made over­ 
tures to the Pope, that it is believed will 
bring the influence of the Vatican to his 
side, and this has been undertaken upon the 
proposal to restore to the church certain 
property sequestrated during the Kul- 
turkampf. Bismarck gives the Pope to 
understand that the Government will co­ 
operate with the Church in the matter of 
social progressive measures. In all proba­ 
bility Bismarck will save the Government 
from serious defeat, or indeed from any 
immediate defeat, but that the Imperial 
power has received a shock in the late 
elections from which it will never wholly 
recover, is undeniable. 


O nce more the American hog is to be ad­ 
mitted to German markets. The Imperial 
Government has designated one port at 
which American pork and pork products 
may come in, if they pass the gauntlet of 
Inspectors the Emperor’s Government in­ 
tends to concentrate there. It is now 
nearly fifteen years since the American 
quadrupedal hog has been refused the 
privilege of entering Germany, and the re­ 
moval of the inhibition we may therefore 
infer, will be the source of unusual hilarity 
in Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis.

The Ruler of the W orld of Darkness as 
the Euem y of M ankind—H is 
M any Disguises. 


The above was the subject of a discourse 
yesterday by Rev. A. M. Growden, pastor 
of the First Christian Church, on Eighth 
street.

The 
painter has represented him as a hideous 
creature with horns, and hoofs and glaring 
eyes. When we were children foolish 
nurses frightened us by representing him 
thus. I am not afraid of an apparition, 
but his Satanic majesty, ruler of the world 
of darkness, is my enemy ; he studied my 
weak points and his willing agents on 
earth are ever ready to entrap the unwary. 
Sometimes he knocks at the door of tbe 
heart; ihere is nothing terrible in his ap­ 
pearance.! Paul says he appears as an angel 
of light. He dazzles, fascinates, until you 
fail beneath his power. 
"Again he assumes a business air and 
loftily addresses the State. ‘If you will 
allow my lottery to come in, I’ll see that 
you lose nothing. Just make it legal; it 
will pay you millions every year.’ Can 
any State, young or old, attord to have its 
escutcheon so smirched by pitch from the 
lower regions? The devil is very much 
interested in the Christian. He influences 
you to doubt the omniscience of God. He 
would lead you to thiDgs that God “will 
not notice.” as thongh God could counte­ 
nance evil. He leads you to doubt God’s 
warnings, His promises—yea, His very 
being. If he cannot force you or surprise 
yon into ein he will cause sleep to over­ 
come your spiritual vision. Death fre­ 
quently assumes the form of spiritual 
sleep. There is a modern disease known 
as Lord’s-day lassitude. There are some 
cases in every church. The preachers are 
puzzled by it. It can be diagnosed, but it 
is difficult to cure. 
“It commences with a yawn on Saturday 
night. Its progress is marked by indolent 
joints and greater yawns the next morning. 
You feel tired : you have time to be tired 
that day you think. You persuade your­ 
self that you need more sleep on that dav 
than any other. You are giving yourself 
up to the wiles of the tempter. BewareI 
Spiritual death, the most terrible of all 
deaths, may result. Don't allow the fire of 
love to die; don’t present at the jndgment 
seat of God the ashes of a selfish life. 
Shame 011 those who thus desecrate tbe 
best day of the week. What would Chris­ 
tianity be woith if ail of its professors were 
like you ? 
“Excess of pleasure is an evil. God will 
condemn do man for loving music, whether 
it proceeds from human organs or the 
throat of a bird ; for listening to rippling 
water or the boom of the surf as with 
white crests the waves dash on the silver 
sands; for listening enraptured to the thou­ 
sand and one voices of animated nature; 
for loving to tread lightly over the silver 
daisies; flowers are ‘God’s undertones of 
encouragement to the children of earib.’ 
Who would not watch intently as the 
sparrow builds her nest? Who would not 
enjoy a picture, a cabinet of minerals, or a 
burst of inspiring music? But God will 
and does condemn you when you allow 
any of these pleasures to seduce you from 
the path of duty. God desires your happi­ 
ness. Nature is one continued song, but 
its joys may be abused. Christians are 
exhorted to ‘forsake not the assembling to­ 
gether.’ They remind me at times of tru­ 
ant boys dawdling on the highway instead 
of being in God’s house preparing for 
eternity. There is time enough every Lord's 
day for all to enjoy fresh air, genial sun­ 
shine, and also to attend to the calls to holy 
duty. 
“Manhood, measured by the manliness 
of Christ, is the church’s need to-day. He 
eDjoyed nature; he was acquainted with 
the fish of Galilee, he knew where to find 
them; he walked the sea beach at early 
morn; he watched the birds of the air, they 
spoke to him of God’s love; he walked 
through golden corn fields, but when did 
any of these thiDgs lead him from duty? 
There are feminine butterflies of fashion, 
professed Christians too, who spend more 
time on the follies of excessive adornment 
th an in the culture of the sonl. When the 
glittering diamond, the necklace of pearls, 
that cost some diver his life to get them; 
the silks and satins are laid aside at life's 
final moment, what will you be worth be­ 
fore God? Speak not of wealth, or position, 
or yonr “set,” or giddy hours spent in the 
ball-room, or of conquests won in the 
frivolous world of flirtation. 
“God cares not for such idle tales. He 
gave you a soul for cultivation; it is the 
richest jewel of your life. He gave you 
personal beauty, desiring you to use it for 
His gloiy; a captivating address, be desired 
you to win through it stars for the diadem 
of Jesus. You have selfishly burned out 
your life; what can you expect in eternity, 
but remorse and the pangs of an injured 
conscience. Plain Mary up yonder will 
shine a3 tbe stars for ever," and you 
will be banished from the glory of God’s 
presence. That simple woman of our 
neighbor whom yon never visited when 
she was sick, whom you never helped 
when she was needed, whose coffin you 
bought not when she died, is at the right 
hand of God, her Father. Yon might have 
been very near to the throne, but, oh! how 
far from it now! The little ragged children 
you turned from yonr door when they 
clamored for bread, are brighter than 
angels now. God took care of them; they 
sing the everlasting song of gladness. You 
wail over the ashes of a useless life. As 
you sow you reap. 
“You see that professed ‘Christian’ mer­ 
chant ; he helps to pay the pastor, but he 
ships rum to Africa and prays long and 
loud that God may convert the heathen. 
His neighbor sings In ihe choir ‘I want to 
be an angel,’ but through the week uses 
dishonest weights and measures. His 
office is filled with demons. They infest 
his shelves, they fill the pages of his day­ 
book, ledger and journal. The devil more 
than Christ is manifested through him. 
Through such men the devil derives a 
thriving trade. Can such believe that God 
will say‘Come ye blessed of my father?’ 
Can God say these words truthlully to the 
man who, owning honses and lands, 
wrested that bumble cottage from tbe 
widow and turned the orphans into the 
street? When the ponderous books of life 
are opened I would rather be the orphan 
or the widow. 
“Observe that young man who walks 
under cover of darkness to hide his sins. 
Yea, in the brightness of noonday the dark­ 
ness of the demon world covers him, for 
‘he that hides a dark soul and foul thoughts 
benighted walks he under the mid-day 
sun, himself is his own dungeon.’ Once 
he was pure, but harboring diabolical 
thoughts, they have! conquered him ; the 
devil is manifested through him. One by 
one good influences were broken; he 
laughs at piety now, but it i3 a hellish 
laugh. Unclean birds nestiein his heart; 
the roaring lion's crnel fangs bite into his 
flesh; hopelessly he goes down to darkness 
and to death." Young man, your only 
safety to day is to take Christ into your 
confidence, emulate his virtues, overcome 
self, resist the devil and he will flee from 
you.

TROTTING SIRES.

H ark Comstock, in the New York Spirit 
o f the Times, thus write3 of Electioneer, the 
fam ous Palo Alto trotting sire : “The sire 
of Sunol and Palo A lto is getting along in 
years, and every year the conviction forces 
itself m ore strongly upon thoughtful breed­ 
ers th at his blood is destined to become 
one of those factors in the m ake-up of 
w inning pedigrees of the future that to be 
W ithout is to be behind. Volunteer in the 
hight of his success could boast the fastest 
trotter in the world and the greatest num ­ 
ber in the 2:20 list. To-day Electioneer has 
a faster trotter and a greater num ber in the 
2:20 list. H arold m ay still boast the fastest 
trotter in the world, but is M aud S.’s rec­ 
ord at seven years of age really as great as 
th at of Sunol at three years old? Is H ar­ 
old’s offering as great as that of Election­ 
eer? Dictator is a gallant sire, who, with 
scant opportunity, interfered 
w ith and 
thw arted in a m ost discouraging way, has 
for some years held the proud distinction 
of begetting the fastest three trotters ever 
credited to a single sire. Now Electioneer 
holds th at honor. George W ilkes was the 
first to put more in the 2:20 list than Vol­ 
unteer, but now Electioneer has the most 
of any. W ilkes has most in the 2:30 list 
still, but is it not a foregone conclusion 
th at Electioneer will one day Burpass him ? 
B y w hat test of m erit that has had time 
and opportunity to develop can Strath­ 
m ore, Happy M edium, A lexander’s Abdal- 
lah, Egbert, Dauntless or any of the others 
be rated by which Electioneer has not sur­ 
passed them ? 
“ W hen we take each of the great sons of 
H am bletonian upon his strongest point, 
and in comparison find that Electioneer, as 
years roll on, gradually closes upon and 
finally surpasses him , w hat m ust we think 
of Electioneer ? 
W ill his not prove in the 
end to be the greatest line from Hatnble- 
tom an as Sir Archy’s was from Diomed?

“ But let not w hat is wait upon what 
m ight have been. Electioneer has had, 
and will still have, that advantage in great 
profusion, and its results are destined to be 
continually cropping out. The day of the 
others is gone by’, and in it they have far 
less of such advantage. Even though we 
adm it them to be the equals of Electioneer, 
how can they stand as such in the future? 
H e has fortified his position and they have 
not. H e was in the hands of a m an who 
knew better how to build up a breed of 
trotters, looking to the highest capabilities 
of a perm anent breed, than they were.

The result of the Republican primaries 
on Saturday was the chief topic of conver­ 
sation throughout the city yesterday, and 
the whole situation was carefully reviewed 
by thoughtful citizens who had been sur­ 
prised at the evident change in public senti­ 
m ent since the last city election. Naturally 
some disappointm ent and bitterness was 
felt by some of the vanquished faction, par­ 
ticularly the sm all ward strikers, who had 
cast their lot with the vanquished faction. 
As a rule, however, the defeated politicians 
took the result philosophically, and de­ 
clared that they were ready to go in and 
fight for the Republican nominees, even 
though they were not able to secure the 
nom ination of their favorites in all cases. 
A . Conklin, who leads the anti-caucus 
ticket in the Second W ard, expressed pretty 
nearly the general feeliD g among the best 
element of the defeated party when he said 
to a R e c o b d U k io n representative yester­ 
d a y : “ lie d the opposition ticket in the 
Second W ard, aDd did all I could to carry 
it, but we were defeated in a fair, square 
m anner, and I am perfectly satisfied. Onr 
side had two election officers to their one 
in every precinct in the city, and I have not 
heard a word of complaint in regard to the 
m anner in which the election was con­ 
ducted. 
‘I do not see in the result a victory for 
Frank Rhoads, but rather a protest against 
the methods of some of the present party 
managers. They were defeated by the 
solid Republican voters of the city for the 
very practices which caused Rhoads’ down­ 
fall. I did not go into the regular Repub­ 
lican caucus in the Second W ard, because 
past experience told me that I could not 
get a lair show, but in the T hird W ard the 
anti-Rhoads people did exactly what we 
have been protesting against all tfie time. 
This disgusted (air-minded citizens, and 
they have signified their disapproval oi it 
as they have done in the past. That is the 
reason we were all defeated yesterday. It 
was done fairly, and I propose to stand in 
and carry out the will ot the majority. 
“I have nothing against Frank Rhoads 
personally and I am as willing to go in 
and 
w ork 
w ith 
him 
for 
the 
good 
of the Republican party as any other 
m an, but I am opposed to some of the 
m ethods he has adopted in the past, and 
for that reason I took the position I did. I 
was glad to see in this m orning’s paper 
that he did not claim the result as a per­ 
sonal victory for himself, but that it was a 
trium ph of the Republican party.”

Many other citizens who have affiliated 
with what is know n as the “up-tow n” 
wing of the party weie interviewed yester 
day, and their views were m uch the same 
as those expressed by Mr. Conklin.

Several hundred peoDle whose attention 
had been attracted by the vari-colored 
hangers and show bills w hich have orna­ 
mented the city daring the past two weeks 
visited Agricultural Park yesterday after­ 
noon to see the “Cowboy Tournam ent.” 
The “cowboys” proved to be rather new 
in their business, judging from their ap­ 
pearance during the street-parade in the 
early part of the day, and among them 
were several faces which have been familiar 
about the local slaughter-houses for years. 
The parade was prolonged to such an ex 
tent that the performers did not reach the 
park until after 3 o’clock. 
A stout gentleman wearing a shining silk 
tile then m ounted the judges' stand and, 
after giving several tugs at the starter’s bell, 
announced that the exhibition about to 
begin would be of a kind that a person 
could witness but once in a life-time. H e 
forgot to explain the reason why, but then 
th at didn’t m atter, as the audience soon 
found out why. He also stated that the 
entertainm ent would commence w ith "rop­ 
ing and riding a bucking broncho.” It was 
fortunate for the audience that the gentle­ 
m an had the forethought to tell what the 
num ber would be—had he not, they would 
still be guessing. 
Several of the alleged “cowboys” gal­ 
loped their fiery steeds over to a pen which 
had been erected in the paddock, in which 
were about a dozen docile-looking car- 
horses. These they drove out upon the 
race-track and headed them dow n'in front 
of the grand stand. The band struck up 
some circus music, and down swooped the 
terrors of the Far West, swinging their 
lariats and yelling like Comanches, upon 
the hungry herd of “ bronchos.” The lat­ 
ter took flight up the homestretch, w ith the 
yelliDg mob at their heels. 
Swish ! swish ! went the lariats through 
the air—but the “bronchos” kept on run­ 
ning. Not one of them had succeeded in 
poking its head through any of the nooses. 
The audience roared with laughter, and 
guyed the discomfited “cowboys” unm erci­ 
fully. 
The starter’s bell peeled forth again, and 
the stout gentleman with the shining silk 
tile informed the audience that the show 
could not proceed unless they desisted in 
their enthusiasm , as the “ bronchos” were 
an exceedingly nervous lot.

M r. K eightley’s L ectu res on th at S ubject 
Y esterday. 
Bertram Keightly, private secretary to 
M adame Blavatsky, spoke to a good audi­ 
ence yesterday afternoon at Pythian Castle 
on theosophic philosophy. 
From the very 
nature of the subject and the nicety in 
m eaning of the language employed by the 
lecturer, to say nothing of its philosophic 
character, no synopsis of ordinary length 
can he made to convey an adequate idea of 
the lecture. 
Mr. Keightly is rather a pleasant speakrr, 
who loves an ungraceful attitude. 
He 
adopts the conversational tone, and avoids 
any elocutionary effects. H e claimed for 
theosophy that it has the basis of deduc­ 
tions drawn from natural evidences. From 
these evidences, which belong to the occult 
world, it is deduced that the spiritual is the 
real part of the being, that which is and 
rem ains. The disclosure of the evidences 
of this tru th is through the exercise of 
psvchic powers. 
Me briefly sketched the growth of the­ 
osophic philosophy, dating far back in the 
annals of time its genesis. 
In the m atter of 
psychic knowledge and research, he said, 
the early Egyptians were in m any re­ 
spects in advance 
of 
moderns. 
Ab­ 
stract 
space 
is 
the 
Bymboi of 
the 
unknow able or ultim ate reality, and by 
which men m ean God. This ultim ate es­ 
sence has substance, consciousness and 
motive power. As all parts of the uni­ 
verse are related, since it is a whole, one 
thing, all in it are bound together by the 
ties of brotherhood. By spiritual culture 
m en attain to a true perception of this 
brotherhood of hum anity. This culture 
initiates 
us, 
by 
successive 
stages, to 
knowledge not otherwise attainable. This 
knowledge opens to us mysteries otherwise 
sealed against ns. By this knowledge, so 
opened to us as the grosser interests are 
subjected to and put beneath the spiritual 
nature, we may acquire control over forces 
of nature ordinarily unknow n to ns. 
The central thought of theosoDhy, and 
on which is based all the possibilities re­ 
ferred to, is that all evil is the result of 
selfishness, which m ost be eradicated in all 
its forms, and be superseded by broad and 
generous sym pathy and the amplest recog­ 
nition of 'the brotherhood of hum anity. 
W hen the soul has finished the cycle of 
life, if it is free from all dross, it is prepared 
for perfect rest. It may then choose to en­ 
ter Nirvana, the universal good, or to re­ 
nounce Nirvana and work for hum anity for 
imm easurable time. If it chooses the lat­ 
ter, however, it takes upon itself all the 
woes of the world, because its culture has 
made it supersensitive to them in its all­ 
embracing love for hum anity. 
In the evening Mr. Keightly spoke of 
“ Reincarnation and K arm a.” 
K arm a is a 
term signifying two things—the laws of 
ethical causation, that is, that there shall 
follow harvests of that we sow; and also 
that the balance or excess of m erit or de 
m erit in any individual determines his or 
her degrees of joy or sorrow in each incar­ 
nation. 
Reincarnation is the doctrine of 
repeated birth into earth life, and that one 
life cannot exhaust earth knowledge and 
experience.

L uboucU cre is D ev elo p in g a S tro n g F o l­ 
low ing. 
London, March i d —In political circles the 
extrem e gravity of the position in which La- 
boucherc s charges place the ministry is more 
fully re'ognizea on the reading of Attorney- 
General Web-ter’s speech. Everything the At­ 
torney-General said as to his action proves 
cleatly that these Cleveland street miscreants 
were taken out of the ordinary category of crim ­ 
inals and dealt with in a m anner which insured 
their escape. 
The position in which Lord Salisbury person­ 
ally is placed is most compromising. It is es­ 
tablished without denial that no step was taken 
to apprehend Lord A rthur Somerset until the 
Prince of Wales had sent his equerry to Lord 
Salisbury to protest against the suspicious 
which were being aroused by the deliberate in­ 
action of the Government. 
The secret of the Prince’s action was that 
Somerset, when first challenged by his com­ 
m anding officer with complicity in these crimes, 
declared that if he were touched more highly 
Í 
ila jed personages would suffer too. This iu- 
amous lalsehood. as Labonehere declares it to 
be. stung the Prince in'o the extraordinary 
s ’ep he then took of complaining to Salisbury. 
Despite his illness Lord Salisbury must, it is 
believed, come to the House o f Lords early next 
week to offer a farther personal explanation, i f 
not, public judgm ent will go against him by de­ 
fault. The suspension of Labouchere fora week 
is advantageous to Salisbury, as Labliy will be 
precluded from instantly answering anv expla­ 
nation Salisbury may make. 
It is possible that before this scandal is closed 
the Prince of Wale3 will be brought into con­ 
flict with the Premier. Altogether the a flair 
has created a public sensation, and lias inflicted 
the greatest damage on the Government of any 
event since the Pigott exposure. 
In an interview to day Labouchere m ain­ 
tained that he was quite in order on the rules 
of procedure. and Hint Courtney was wrong. 
"B ut you denied the woid of a member of one 
o f the houses ? 
‘ Certainly, being compelled by the Attorney- 
General to choose between giving up my case, 
which I anew to he true, or accepting Salis­ 
bury’s evasion, whi h past experience, even 
without the facta suggested, was an untruth, I 
did deny Salisbury's word, but I bad a perfect 
right to do so 
"It is a question of words, a mere quibble, 
which is at tsvue as to what Salisbury actually 
said. That he did say something and that 
something was followed by Somerset's flight as 
soon as the time elapsed lor him to be informed 
of its purport, itncl that then, and not till then, 
was the w arrant issued for his apprehension— 
so mucn was adm itted. At present that will 
do.” 
Labouchere would not say who his informant 
was who gave him an account of the actual 
couversa'ion between l’robyn and Salisbury, 
but there is no secret about it. that it was 
Kuollys, the Prince of Wales’ Private Secretary. 
Nor would Labouchere intim ate what he in­ 
tended to do when adm itted to the floor of the 
House again. He can scarcely tell all he knows 
w ithout showing the hand the Prince of Wales 
has in the pie, and this is a pretty bold step to 
take. 
However, the Liberals are jubilant at the 
awkward position ot the Government. They 
even go so far as to predict the defeat of the 
Unionist candidate, Graham, at the St. Paneras 
election on Tuesday. The exciting conditions 
under which the debate was carried on offered 
a forecast of the scenes which are expected to 
take piece during the discussion of the Com­ 
m ission’s report next week. Personal feelings 
and animosities are so greatly concerned that 
it will be impossible to avoid heated alterca­ 
tions. 'I he Attorney-General will again be the 
m ain object of attack.
